For conſideryng that the immoueable Feaſtes ought to keepe tlig 
ſame dayes they vſed to do in euery Moneth before, it of neceſſitiè 
followeth, that they muſt be kept at other tymes (in reſpect of the 
motions of the Sunne) then for many yeeres they haue done. As for 
Eaſter, and the moueable Feaſtes which folowe the courſe of the 
| Moone, they were by Conſtant, magnus once corrected: but ig- 
norance of obſeruation in continuance of tyme hath bred great er- 
rour ſitliens, in ſo much as many yeeres they miſſe their due tymes 
a moneth at leaſt, and thereſore of late haue had a ſeconde Refor- 
mation: which although it be very truely performed for Eaſter, 
and it appendances, yet the Monethes not reuocated to the true 
degrees of the Sunne, deſerued a new annimaduerſion. And there- 
fore friende P. L. I haue not attempted this, as anewe fangle, and 
louer of rouclties (the which I haue alwayes hated) but as a fur- 
therer of the trueth, which Ialway haue loued .
